ETHICS/CODE: Provides that persons whose
employment complies with nepotism  provisions at
retirement may be reemployed without violating such
provisions

CONFIRMATION: Removes the required Senate
reconfirmation for certain boards and commissions.

LEGISLATIVE AGENCIES: Providesfor an executive
committee of the Louisiana Advisory Commission on
Intergovernmental Relations.
